5. Summary: The proposed legislation establishes at the Department of State Police a career
progression program based on years of service. According to the substitute bill, the program
provides for promotion to the rank of Senior Trooper after 10 years of service and promotion
to the rank of Master Trooper after 20 years of service for Troopers, as well as provides for
promotion of Special Agents to the rank of Senior Special Agent after six years of service,
provided in each case that there are no pending disciplinary actions involving a candidate.
